Answer:  b, d, e 

Revaccination is not generally recommended for persons with a normal immune status who 

were vaccinated as infants, children, adolescents or adults. 

In infants, the final dose must be administered on or after 24 weeks of age.   

For all ages, when the hepatitis B vaccine schedule is interrupted, the vaccine series does not 

need to be restarted. 

Revaccination is recommended for the following persons: 

• HBs-Ag negative infants born to HBsAg-positive mothers with anti-HBs <10 mIU/mL 

after completion of hepatitis B vaccination series. 

• Hemodialysis patients:  need for booster doses should be assessed by annual anti-HBs 

testing.  A booster dose should be administered when anti-HBs levels decline to <10 

mIU/mL.   

• Completely vaccinated health care personnel with anti-HBs <10 mIU/mL.
